GROWING MORE 


From it world that has ‘never 
irown enough ‘for’ the ‘full 
nourishment of nll its people, any 
proposal for the rapid production 
of more food deserves attention. 
The delegates of the 51 nations 
represented in the Food and Apri- 
cultural Organisation, when thev 
meet in Copenhagen this week, will 
have before them a plan worked 
out by the Trade Relations Re- 
search Bureau for the mechanisa- 
tion of agriculture in all countries. 
Sir John Orr's scheme for a 
World Food Board, which will be 
considered at Copenhagen, sees in 
the development of agriculture, the 
establishment of a world price fo: 
its products, and the provision of 
international credits the first 
necessary steps to the recovery o 
world prosperity. If the finance 
can be provided, this new report 
suggests that the quick way to 
more abundant harvests is the pro- 
vision of machinery. 

In ten countries of the world 
mechanisation is already wel: 
advanesd, with New Zealand 
heading the list with one tractor 
to every 36 acres of its cultivated 
land. In the Far East, with its 
greater populations and its per- 
retual problem of insufficient food, 
the number of machines used is 
negligible. It is suggested that

boon browrht dowa considerably 


over the last month, thert has yet 
been no apparent reduction jn 
hotel nnd cafe neal prices, 

Chinese restaurants are charg 
ing fantastic sums for meals, 
which may explain why many 
Chinegs now ent their afternoon 
and evening Meals in European 
restaurants. Unless proprietors 
tower their prices to a more reay 
sonable Jovel it is likely thay will 
lose much of their daily 
Apart from a high meal charging 
rate in these enf:s, customers com- 
plain that they are often asked 
above the controlled price for 
goods which are subject to the im; 
bowed rate, such ns cigarettes and 
Deer, 

Most ‘ Furopean restaurants 
provide tifln at between four and 
five dollars, Ordinary charge at 
the Hong Kong Hotel, the Glou- 
cester Hotel and Jimmy's Kitchen 
in four dollars for tiffin.
